When he appeared at state police 
headquarters here today to recover 
$40 taken from him by officers on 
.January 3b, Joim DePaul, of Pitts­ 
burgh. driver for the Nevtn bus com­ 
pany. was arrested on a charge of 
larceny, and, in default of bail, was 
committed to the Adams county Jail. 
The charge was the outgrowth of 
the loss by R. Wendell Sterrett, of 
Brookville, Jefferson county, of his 
pocketbook, containing $100 worth 
of travelers’ checks and $04 in cur- 
reticjr, while riding on a Nevin line 
bus between Pittsburgh and Em­ 
mitsburg on the night of January 
29 
Several days ago. Corporal I 
J 
Stroman, of the .state police, re­ 
ceived a letter from DePaul. asking 
if the $40, taken from him by the 
officer when the bus driver and 18 
passengers 
were 
searched 
here, 
would be* returned to him 
Was On Way to School 
The offirer wrote DePaul. telling 
him to appear at headquarters, and 
when the driver presented himself 
this morning he was immediately 
taken into custody 
In deiault of 
$500 bail. DePaul was committed to 
jail 
Sterrett, en route from Brookville 
to Durham. North Carolina, to enter 
Duke University, discovered his loss 
at Emmitsburg where he wan to 
lave changed buses for the south. 
The bus he left at Emmitsburg was 
Mopped here, and a .search revealed 
the travelers* cheeks between a scut 
aud the side of the bus. 
DePaul 
^ ll so turned over to the officers Ster- 
•tt’s 
pocketbook, containing 
$24. 
saying he had found it on the floor 
of the bus alter the student passen­ 
ger left the machine at Emmitsburg. 
Find Money on Driver 
A search of DePaul revealed four 
$10 billa, three of them new issues 
of the Jefferson county national 
bank. 
The bills were in numerical 
order, corresponding to the num ­ 
bers of the remaining bills in Ster­ 
rett^ pocketbook 
DePaul m aintained that he re­ 
ceived the new money from the 
Nevin company offices 
in 
Pitts­ 
burgh before .starting on the east­ 
ward trip, and he was allowed to 
proceed with the bus, while state 
police began an investigation. 
Traces Money 
From the treasurer of Jefferson 
county, from whom Sterrett’* father. 
a county commissioner there, had 
received 8 new $10 bills for his son 
the day before he left for Durham, 
state police learned the numbers of 
the currency he had issued 
These, 
they said, corresponded with the 
money found on DePaul and the 
balance iound in Sterrett s pocket­ 
book.

that he paid for his tirket rn Pitts­ 
burgh with only one or two of the 
new $10 bills. 
State pohce expressed the opinion 
that Sterrett.s pocket was picked 
between

A total of 42,506 violators of the motor code arrested by motor 
patrolmen jrnid fines of $416,884 IU and costs of $130,304 18. 
One hundred and ninety drivers of trails-state buses were a r­ 
rested for violating the speed limit 523 truck drivers were arrested 
for the same offcast' and 200 truck d rie rs were haled before the 
Judge for driving overloaded vehicles. 
These and other interesting bits of information are contained 
in the 1929 report of Caph Wilson C. Price, superintendent of the 
alate highway patrol. 
The patrol made 29.850 investigations, of which 6752 were of 
accidents 
It made 63.418 regular and 60.577 special patrols. Stolen 
cars recovered totaled 636. 
Of the huge mileage traveled by attaches of the patrol. 3.752.- 
387 were by motorcycle. 1,396.211 in motor curs and other vehicles, 
312 644 on foot and 91.441 by tail. 
Patrolmen looking for bad headlamps stopped 494.031 ears and 
ordered corrections in 112,656 eases. They arrested 929 operators of 
“one-eyed" cars w ho had no spare bulbs. 
On their quest for bad brakes patrolmen stopped 504 458 cars 
and issued correction cards to 69.846 drivers ol such cars. Arrests 
for flagrant violations of the braking provisions totaled 791.

Cleveland, Feb. 12 (AP).—A mob 
of 1,200 men and women, gathered 
together by agitators and incited by 
alarm ists, storm ed 
the City Hall 
Tuesday and were beaten back by 
police after twenty of their num ­ 
ber and two policemen had been in ­ 
jured. 
Two men were treated for serious 
injuries at Lakeside hospital and 
two others were held by police. 
The riot started about 3 o'clock 
and lasted about tw enty minutes. 
Most of the fighting occurred In 
little groups around each of the 
200 policemen on the steps of the 
hall and in Lakeside avenue. 
300 Get Into Hearing 
Trouble started after all, but 300 
of the mob had been held outside 
the cham ber of the City Council, 
where the Council W elfare com m it- ; 
tee had under consideration a pe- > 
tition for jobs presented last week 
by the newly formed "council of the 
unemployed.”
